Str—The annual report of the work of this department, for the 
scholastic year, ending the 30th day of September, 1882, is here- 
with respectfully submitted. I had hoped to have completed its 
preparation in time for its transmission with the message of Gov. 
Cobb, to the General Assembly, on the 14th of November; but the 
absence of reports from several counties rendered the compilation 
of the statistical tables impossible, until now: 


THE PUBLIC SCHOOL FUND AND ITS DISBURSEMENT: 


The aggregate amount accruing to the public schools for the 
year beginning Ist October, 1881, and ending 30th September, 
1882, was $392,904.59 ; and was derived from the following sources,

The foregoing statistics, contrasted with those of the preceding 
year, exhibit but a few material variations; the more important 
being, an increased enumeration of children of 12,999 ; an increase 
in enrollment, 1,139; an increase in the number of schools, 52 ; 
and a decrease in the average daily attendance of 789, in the col- 
ored schools. As shown by the returns of the county superin- 
tendents of twenty counties, the public fund was supplemented to 
the amount of $66,990.00 by the patrons. The reports from the 
remaining forty-six county superintendents, while furnishing no 
specific data, would seem to indicate that, at least, the sum of 
$175,000 was expended by the patrons, either in extending the 
term of the schools, or in increasing the pay of teachers, 


THE SCHOOL SYSTEM. 


Our public school system, as to its main features, I unhesi- 
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tatingly pronounce a well devised and good one—comparing fa- 
vorably with those of our sister States, and calculated to meet 
the wants and* conditions of our people. The only thing neces- 
sary to make it more popular among all classes of our people is 
an adequate fund to properly and successfully administer it. 
While the fund has continued very nearly the same for a series of 
years, our population has been steadily increasing, until now the 
census of children within the school age is over 400,000. We need 
an enlargement of our school fund—and I most earnestly and hope- 
fully appeal to the General Assembly to increase the annual ap- 
propriation to, at least, $230,000 per annum. Otherwise, a large 
proportion of this vast number of the youth of our State, must of 
necessity, grow up without the opportunities of obtaining an edu- 
cation. When the reduction of the school fund was made, our 
State was overburdened with debt and taxation; but I am proud 
to say, that the time has at last arrived when she can render that 
needful justice to her children, which poverty had so long denied 
her. The reports just issued by both the Auditor and Treasurer 
proves indisputably that this increase can be reasonably made. 

2. I, also, earnestly recommend the suspension of the opera- 
tion of Sec. 6, of Article XIII, of the Constitution. That the sal- 
aries of the County Superintendents of Education (which now vary 
from $100 to $300), may be increased to $100 salary and four per 
cent. on the amounts actually disbursed by them. Should the 
General Assembly, in its wisdom, see proper to repeal the law 
now in force, retaining the public school funds in the counties, and 
recall the same to the State Treasury, as recommended by His Ex- 
cellency, Gov. Cobb, in his message—and in which recommenda- 
tion I am disposed to concur—the labors of these officers will be 
greatly enhanced. The present salaries paid them is by no means 
a sufficient remuneration for the duties imposed upon them now. 

3. If it can be constitutionally done, which it is the province 
of the General Assembly to determine, I would recommend the 
enactment of a law, giving to counties, cities, towns and separate 
school districts, the power and authority, by a vote of the people 
resident therein, (with proper restrictions) to levy and collect a 
special school tax, not to exceed four mills on the dollar, to be 
used for the purpose of purchasing school sites, the erection of 
school houses, and the payment of teachers, as a supplement ta

the amount appropriated by the State; the amounts so raised 
by each race to be applied to the use and benefit of such race, 

4. That Sub-division four (4), Sec. 933, of the Code, be so 
amended, that the amount set apart for pupils transferred from 
their own townships to schools in adjoining townships, shall be in 
proportion to the number attending school in the township in 
which such transfers reside, instead of in proportion to the whole 
number enumerated. r 

5. The Act entitled “An Act to regulate the certificates of 
teachers in the publie schools of Alabama," approved March Ist, 
1881, should be so amended as to abolish the third grade certifi- 
cate. The qualifications necessary to obtain a second grade cer- 
tificate are as limited as should be required of any teacher in our 
publie schools. 


SIXTEENTH SECTION FUND. 


Under the wise provisions of the statute enacted by the Legisla- 
ture, at its session of 1880-1, “To authorize the compromise and 
settlement of claims for school lands in this State,” the annual 
additions to this fund have been largely augmented. The receipis 
for the scholastic year 1881, being $8,949.91, and for the year 1882, 
$9,523.52 ; besides the following sums, certified to the Auditor to 
be placed to the credit of the fund, under Sec. 4 of the foregoing 
Act, viz: For 1881, $552.35, and for 1882, $4,237.42. It is erro- 
neously supposed by very many, that the interest annually accru- 
ing on the 16th Section, the Valueless 16th Section, and the U. S. 
Surplus Revenue Funds, was the result of a prudent investment of 
the capital of those funds in some solvent securities ; but in reality, 
they have no existence except upon the books of the State offices 
in which said accounts are kept. The State became the trustee, 
and her debt long since absorbed them; and every dollar of the 
Educational Fund, except the annual receipts from sales of school 
lands, is now derived directly from the revenues of the State. The 
law requires that the “State Superintendent of Education shall 
keep in his office an accurate account of the capital of all Sixteenth 
Section, or other trust funds, to which each township may be en- 
titled ; such accounts must show whence such fund was derived, 
and when.” I find, however, that the 16th Section, township 
ledger accounts, have not been posted since 1858, a period of 
twenty-four years; and further, that the amount of interest on 
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the 16th Section, and the valueless 16th Section funds, as certified 
by the Auditor to this department, is $112,645.76, while it appbars 
from the records of this office to be $107,401.67, a variance of 
$5,244.09. This difference being the interest, at six per cent, on 
$87,401.50, shows that, that amount of 16th Section capital has 
not been placed to the credit of any townships. In view of this 
discrepancy, and the imperfect condition of the records, the search 
for information, which should be readily attainable, is frequently 
laborious and oftentimes futile. The duties devolved by law on 
the State Superintendent of Education are so onerous as to render 
it impossible for him to rectify and bring up these records, with 
ihe limited clerical force at his command. — 


TEACHER'S INSTITUTES. 


From the county reports, it appears that there were held in the 
State, during the year, 122 Institutes. The teachers, realizing 
the advantages to be derived from the exercises and associations 
` of institutes, have, in most counties, maintained their voluntary 
organizations—but it does not seem right or just that the paltry 
salaries paid to them should be taxed with this expense. If they 
are of public utility—and none will gainsay it—they should be 
organized by law, and sustained by public funds. The Normal 
schools, while doing a great and indispensable work, cannot sup- 
ply the immediate and present demand for trained and efficient 
teachers. Much might be accomplished in improving many of the 
teachers now employed in our public schools, by holding in each’. 
county in the State a Teacher's Institute, for each race, for one - 
month, to be conducted by a thoroughly competent instructor, 
employed by the State Superintendent of Education. For this 
purpose, I would recommend the allowance of one hundred dol- 
lars of the fund apportioned to each county—to be deducted pro 
rata from the township funds of that race for whose benefit the 
institute is held. In other countries, and in most of our States, 
institutes are made a part of the general-system of public instruc- 
tion; and their value in disseminating the best methods of in- 
struction and discipline, and inspiring a professional enthusiasm 
among the teachers, will readily suggest itself to any thinking 
mind. Though our present school law provides for the holding of 
institutes, it attaches no penalty to the failure or refusal of any 
teacher to attend. This should be remedied, as some county 
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superintendents complain of the non-attendance of teachers at 
these institutes, and the want of any definite power, on their part, 
to compel them to do so. 


STATE TEACHER S ASSOCIATIONS 


Were organized, and I hope established on a firm and lasting 
basis, during this year. The one for colored teachers was held at 
Selma, in April, and developed a remarkable progress and ad- 
vancement by that race. Papers were read and addresses made, 
which were both surprising and gratifying. This class of our 
population are taking a deep interest in education, and embracing 
the opportunities afforded them by the State, with a commend- 
able zeal, There were about 125 teachers in attendance, and the 
meetings were presided over by Prof. W. B. Patterson, President 
of the Marion Normal School. The association for white teachers 
was held at Birmingham, in the month of July, with about 125 
teachers present. The attendance did not meet the expectation 
of its friends ; but, considering the fact that ten years had elapsed 
since the holding of an association, it was by no means discourag- 
ing. The Superintendent was elected president of the associa- 
tion, and Prof. W. W. Wilson, of Birmingham, secretary. The 
next meeting will be held in Talladega, during the month of July 
—dates not yet fixed. Much good must necessarily follow these 
mutual interchanges of ideas and discussions. 


STATE INSTITUTIONS. 


The University of Alabama, at Tuskaloosa, the Agricultural and 
Mechanical College, at Auburn, and the Institution for the Deaf, 
Dumb, and Blind, at Talladega, though incidently connected with 
and constituting a part of our State system of free education, are, 
nevertheless, organized upon bases so separate and distinct from 
our common schools as to make an elaborate report, as to them, 
from this department, unnecessary. The Boards of Trustees, re- 
spectively, of these institutions, are required by law to make an- 
nual reports directly to Your Excellency; and to them, the annual 
catalogues issued from each, as well as my report for the scholastic 
year 1881, I beg to refer, for information concerning them. 
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y THE NORMAL SCHOOLS 

Are each in a prospering condition, and doing faithful and effi- 
cient work. The demand from all parts of the State for gradu- 
ates from these institutions testifies most eloquently as to their 
utility and importance. In our advanced civilization, Normal 
schools are considered indispensable to every system of free edu- 
cation; and they should be liberally sustained. Without good 
teachers, it is folly to expect good schools. We have four in this 
State, one for the education of white teachers and three for the 
colored. They are located, and provided for, as follows :

I deem it a privilege, as well as duty, to make special mention 
of the school located at Tuskegee. Though only authorized by 
an Act of the General Assembly, approved March 1st, 1881, the 
friends of the enterprise proceeded at once to organize the school 
and to solicit funds in its aid. They have already raised, by sub- 
scriptions, independently of the State appropriation, the sum of 
$5,521.04; and have erected a structure, imposing in appearance, 
to which they can point with exultant pride. For special partic- 
ulars concerning these several schools, I would invite your atten- 
tion to the full and comprehensive reports, accompanying and 
made a part of this report. 


PEABODY EDUCATION FUND. 


Of all the philanthropic movements inaugurated in the interests 
of free education in the South, the Peabody Education Fund is 
conspicuously pre-eminent. Fora number of years it was used 
in assisting the schools of cities and towns, and other meritorious 
local free schools; but the Board of Trustees of the Fund, seeing 

-that the greatest need of the South was good teachers, wisely de- 
termined, as far as practicable, to supply that deficiency by the 
application of the fund to Normal Schools, for training teachers. 
As indicated in my former report, the general agent of that fund 
appropriated to Alabama, for the scholastic year 1882, the sum of 
$5,000. This amount was distributed and disbursed as follows :

The aid thus timely extended to our Normal Schools, from this 
source, has proven «most beneficial in the enlargement of their 
scope of usefulness. 

As an incentive and stimulus to application and sde: at the 
instance of Hon. J. L. M. Curry, General Agent, I offered for com- 
petition, in our more important schools, one silver and twenty- 
four bronze “Peabody Medals.” They excited quite a rivalry and 
contest in the schools—and were awarded and presented to the 
following named pupils, as having attained the highest degree of 
excellence in scholarship and deportment, viz :

The delibera- 
tions of that body resulted in the accompanying “Memorial to 
Congress."

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. We respectfully suggest:—1. The help should be so given that it will stim- 
ulate, rather than supercede, the necessity of State effort. 

2. It should be help for the common schools; temporary aid in the training 
of teachers perhaps, but chiefly in giving them opportunity to teach. 

“The safety of the Republic is the supreme law of the land." This is the 
maxim which not only justifies but demands action on the part of the general 
government; and it should also suggest the limitations under which the action 
should be taken. ° 

3. The help should be immediate and not remote. The fortunes of war. 
and the necessities of legislative'action have made citizens of a large mass of 
ignorant men, whose votes are to shape, for weal or woe, the character of our 
laws. Education alone can convert this mass of ignorance and element of 
danger into one of enlightened strength and safety. 

Largely more than one-half of a fund for the education of the illiterate, 
would go to the South for Negro illiteracy; less than one-fourth becausesof 
white illiteracy. If Congress should create a fund which would give $3.00 per 
annum per capita, for the education of this class alone, it will require an aggre- 
gate annual sum of $18,719,958. Of this, Mississippi, e. g. would receive 
$1,119,603, but of this, $959,529 would be for colored illiterates, and $160,344 
for white illiterates. 

Representing an educational work in the South, chiefly for the Negro race, 
in which have been expended about $10,000,000, and, speaking with a wide 
knowledge of facts, we emphatically assert the impossibillity of accomplishing 
this great work unless the general government shall come to the assistance of 
those States in which this illiteracy is chiefly found. 

Every dollar we havé expended expresses the conscientious and earnest de- 
sire of the donor that this work shall be done, and is an emphatic vote for the 
action fer which we ask. 

In the name of the millions of Christian citizens, whom we represent, we 
earnestly urge Congress to help qualify the ignorant voters, who are entrusted 
largely by Congressional action with the ballot, for the duties with which they 
are charged, believing the power to do this is co-ordinate with the power that 
enfranchised them.

NORMAL SCHOOL REPORTS. 


STATE NORMAL SCHOOL. 


FLORENCE, ÁLA., NovEMBER 2, 1882. 
Hon. H. CLAY ARMSTRONG, i 


State Superintendent of Education, 
Montgomery, Alabama. 


According to instructions from the Department of Education, I now furnisH 
you with the report of the State Normal School: 

During the scholastic year 1881-82, which closed on the 15th of June, one 
hundred and sixty-four (164) pupils matriculated, fifteen (15) less than the 
previous year. Seventy-six (76) of these were Normal students, eight (8) more 
than the year before. 

The Senior class numbered seven (7), all of whom received certificates of 
graduation, and five (5) of whom are now engaged in teaching, according to 
contract with the State. One of these is principal of the Tuscumbia Male 
Academy, one principal of a school at Cherokee, in Colbert county, one prin- 
cipal of a school at Gainesville, Ala., one in Morgan county, and one is assist- 
ant in a school in Franklin county. 

From all of those who are teaching we hear very gratifying reports, and we 
have no reason to doubt that they will continue to give satisfaction so long as 
they may teach. 

The present annual session of the State Normal School began on the 6th day 
of September, 1882. To this date, we have one hundred and fifty-one (151) 
matriculates, twelve (12) more than at this time last year. 

Seventy-three (73) are Normal students, ten (10) more than at this date last 
year. 

The Senior class of this year is comparatively large, numbering twenty- 
seven (27), all of whom give promise of completing the prescribed course and 
passing at our final examination in June, 1883. 

During the school year 1880-81, fifteen (15) counties of the State were repre- 
sented in the school; during the year 1881-82, twenty-six (26) counties were 
represented. Besides those from our own State, there were a few during both 
these years from other States. 

_ Many of our under-graduates taught in the Public Schools, in various coun- 
ties, through the Summer months, acceptably to patrons and township super- 
intendents, making money enough thereby to help them, very materially, in 
paying board and other expenses. y 

Besides the Senior class of last year, there are several graduates of our 
school who are now teaching in varions parts of the State. A few are teach- 
ing in other States, having fulfilled their obligation to the State of Alabama. 
These are taking rank with the other teachers of the country, both in scholar- 
ship and ability to manage schools. l 

Within the last few weeks several applications have been made to us for 
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graduates of our school, to take positions as teachers. To two of these appli- 
cations we could not favorably respond, for the reason that we had not unem- 
ployed graduates to fill them. 

We can not refrain from making the most grateful mention of the munificent 
help given to our school by the Peabody Fund. By this aid two of the last 
year’s Senior class were enabled to complete the course, and about fourteen of 
the present year’s Senior class will be enabled to do the same, becoming not 
only slr supporting, but real benefactors to society as competent instructors 
of youth. 

We mention, also, in this connection that the aid thus given has not only 
secured this direct good result, but has very much enlarged the area of our 
patronage, introduced our school to the acquaintance of many localities where 
it was not before known, and thereby induced many others to avail themselves 
of the benefits of the school. 

Six departments, directed by competent teachers, are now accessible to 
those who may desire to prepare themselves, at very moderate cost, for the 
noble profession of teaching, viz: Mental and Moral Philosophy, Mathematics, 
English Literature, Ancient Languages, Natural Science, Music, instrumental 
and vocal. There are two additional teachers—one assistant to Mathematics 
and Languages, and one assistant to English Literature—who give instruction 
to those not fully prepared to enter the Normal classes.

: As all the amount appropriated by the State was to be used in paying the 
Faculty, we, necessarily, have been dependent on {tuition income, in making 
repairs, securing your building by insurance, and supplying it with much 
needed furniture. "We are yet greatly in need of furniture, maps, paradigms, 
globes, and philosophical apparatus. These we will furnish, as we get the 
means; but it would be greatly better if they could be supplied at once. Over 
and above the incidental expenses of advertising, catalogues, etc., we have 
put in permanent improvements on the grounds and building, the amount of 
six thousand, one hundred and three dollars ($6,103.00), which moneys were 
expended between the fall of 1873 and June, 1882. 

We are glad to know that our school is becoming more generally known and 
patronized throughout the State, and the impress of teachers sent out is felt 
and appreciated.

DEAR Sir :—We are in receipt of your letter asking as to the benefits derived 
from the aid given to our school by the Trustees of the Peabody Fund. 

In the out-set, it has afforded to sixteen young people the opportunity of 
getting an education; without it, few, if any, of these would have had this op- 
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portunity. We can not refrain from referring, at this point, to the fine selec- 
tion made by yourself. These young ladies and young gentlemen are, without 
exception, possessed of fine moral characters. During their connection with 
us, they have conducted themselves with marked propriety and diligence. By 
every indication now before us, we deem it fair to presume that they will 
make at once useful members of society and valued acquisitions to the corps 
of teachers in the Public Schools of the State. 

Two of the sixteen have already graduated, and are now ready for the active 
duties of life. The remainder of them will graduate next year, in all proba- 
bility. Of the sixteeu, no less than ten are now teaching (there máy be 
others), in different parts of the State. Their patrons report to us that they 
give eminent satisfaction. 

In the next place, it has been the means of stimulating a spirit of enquiry 
_ after the means of obtaining an education; consequently, it has widened the 
field of our usefulness. From the neighborhoods to which these students be- 
long, applications have come to us in great numbers for scholarships. Many 
ot these applicants, unable to obtain scholarships, will attend our school any 
way. Wecan now think of no one thing that could have done so much to 
widen the sphere of our usefulness, and bring the advantages of our school go 
prominently before the public. 

Again, one of the effects will be to raise teaching to the dignity of a profes- 
sion. We confidently hope that at no distant day it will cease to be used as a 
stepping-stone. 

Again, uniformity in the use of text-books and methods of instruction, is not 
the least of the advantages to follow. 

We hope and trust the good results to follow will induce the Trustees of the 
Peabody Fund to enlarge the appropriation already made, so that our facili- 
ties may thereby be increased. 

We can not close this letter, Mr. Superintendent, without thanking you for 
the great interest you have taken in our school and its success.

Patterson (the President of the Faculty) to the Board of 
Directors, which is hereto attached as a part of this report, willfurnish you, 
in detail, the necessary information for the year, the number of students, sex,

student, place of residence, course of study, &c., &c. : 

_ To accomplish the purpose for which the school was established, an addi- 
tional building, or an enlargement of the one we now have, will be indispens- 
able. The crops now promise to be good, and we are looking for a large in- 
crease in the number of students next session. 
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We have received, during the year, the annual appropriation by the State 
of four thousand dollars; none of which has been expended, except for the 
payment of teachers and repairs of the building, &c. 

On the 20th of April last, we received, through you, from Dr. Currry as 
agent for the “Peabody Fund," the sum of five hundred dollars for the use of 
the school. That money is on hand, unexpended as yet, but will be used 
during the next session.

Dear Sir :—Permit us to submit a few statements, apart from our financial 
report, in regard to the work of this school: ; 

For the year ending June, 1882, we employed three teachers who taught two 
hundred pupils, and the school has been, in every way, a great blessing to 
this portion of the State. 

Knowing that the permanency of any institution of learning depends, toa 
very great extent, upon the amount and valuation of its property, we pur- 
chased, in September, 1881, one of the most desirable school locations in this 
city, at a cost of $3,000, and have had the same deeded, properly, to the State. 
This purchase could not have been accomplished without the strictest frugality 
in the application of the State’s appropriation, and the additional aid from the 
Peabody Education Fund of $500. A two story brick building stands upon 
the premises, and we have made such alterations, as could be conveniently 
done, to meet our demand. The lot contains two and a half acres, and is sit- 
uated in one of the most beautiful portions of our city. Up to this time, the 
school owned no property but paid rent. We have, also, furnished, in part, 
the different departments in the school. 

Anticipating a continuation of the Peabody aid, we have added another 
teacher to our facuity for the present year. The prospects of the school are 
brighter than ever before at this period of the year. We have now (this date), 
an enrollment of one hundred and fifty against one hundred and thirty at the 
end of October, 1881. 

The students of this school find employment very readily, and give general 
satisfaction. Not a single instance of their failure, has, so far, fallen under 
our observation, or come to-our knowledge; and this, we consider a most ex- 
cellent endorsement and favorable criticism on the management of the insti- 
tution. 

We have commenced the work of establishing, as a permanent fixture, in 
connection with the school, a first class Library and Reading Room, for the 
benefit of the colored people of this portion of the State. Theleading publica- 
tion houses of the North have contributed liberally to the project—as well as 
the Departments at Washington. Private individuals have, also, shown con- 
siderable interest in the cause, and we hope to have one of the best Libraries 
in the State. 

Notwithstanding the fact that our appropriation, until very recently, was 
less than that of any other Normal School in the State, our work will compare 
favorably with that of any other school in this State, and, in fact, in the South. 

We ask that our annual appropriation be augmented to $5,000. With this 
sum we can run the school in such a manner as to meet the increasing educa- 
tional interest and demand in this section. This is the best place in North 
Alabama for.the school, and it will always have ample support here, therefore 
we hope that the Legislature will place within our reach the financial means 
of making this institution, in all respects, a first class Normal School. 

We take special pride in bearing testimony to the skill and ability displayed 
by the President, Prof. W. H. Council, in the management of the affairs 
placed in his charge. It is to his indefatigable energy, self-denial, and devo- 
tion to the educational interests of his people that we owe, in a great measure, 
the success which has crowned our efforts.

DEAR Sir :—The Normal School, established by the last Legislature, at this 
place, was opened July 4, 1881, with 30 students and the session closed with 
112. The second or present session opened with 66, and the present attend- 
ance is 98, and is likely to reach 140 before the session closes. The total num- 
ber in attendance since the school began has been 142. 


STUDIES. 


Branches taught thus far: Orthography, reading, mental and written arith- 
metic, “descriptive and physical geography, language lessons, grammar and 
composition, United States and ancient history, physiology, geometrical draw- 
ing, vocal music, and gymuastics. 

The town public school is taught on the Normal School grounds, and is used 
as a model school for the Normal students. 

The course of study extends through a period of four years and includes, 
besides others, all the branches laid down in the State school law.
